The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The prior art of record and to the examiner's knowledge does not teach or render obvious, 
at least to the skilled artisan, the instant invention regarding: 

An assembly comprising: a printed circuit board conprising a conductor having a 
characteristic impedance; an integrated circuit die having an output driver which has an output 
impedance; an integrated circuit package; and interposer is disposed in the integrated circuit 
package between the integrated circuit and the inside surface of the integrated circuit package; 
and wherein the output impedance of the output driver plus the intervening impedance of the 
signal path substantially equals the characteristic irhpedance of the conductor of the printed 
circuit board, as recited in claim 1. Claims 2-14 are dependent upon independent claim 1. 

A method of impedance matching an output driver of an integrated circuit die to a printed 
circuit board conductor, comprising: a printed circuit board conductor exhibiting a characteristic 
impedance; the integrated circuit die having an output driver which exhibits an output 
impedance; wherein the output impedance of the integrated circuit plus the intervening 
impedance of signal path is substantially equal to the characteristic impedance of printed circuit 
board, as recited in claim 15. Claims 16-17 are dependent upon independent claim 15.
